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The wisdom and discretion shown by Gen.

His aim has been to 
prevent disorder and bloodshed, and at the 
same time to preserve as far as the circum- 
stances would admit a strict neutrality as be- 
tween the contending parties. When called 
upon by Gov. Pacxarp for assistance in the 
enforcement of the latter’s proclamation, 
Gen. Avour declined to take sides in the 
manner desired, believing that such a course 
was not in accordance with the President's 
instructions.

In the House, Mr. Looax received the pre- 
cise number necessary to a choice. Further 
balloting must be transferred to the joint ses- 
sions of the two Houses. If there be no absen- 
tees, it will require 103 votes to elect a Sena- 
tor. Logan has developed a strength of 97 
votes, with one Republican absentee, which 
will make him 98, or five votes short of an 
elevtion. Senator Buenizr voted for Wasx- 
BURNE, and Representative Easton for La- 
rnnor, who is sound on Civil-Service Reform. 
Pater fell below the vote we supposed he 
would receive. Why such dyed-in-the-wool 
partisans as Fnaxrz and Joxxs did not vote 
for him, is a puzzle to be deciphered here- 
after. When he develops his whole 
strength, we think he will reach 96 votes, 
and after that recede into the background. 
The man that Logan has most to fear is 
Judge Davis, unless the Pater vote should 
go over solid to Bux Awperson, and the 
bogus House Independents should also vote 
for ANDERSON, which would make exactly 103 
votes. If Messrs. Hmm, Bonns, and 
Easton support Locan, he would have 102, 
being just one short of the prize. We 
strongly suspect t.at Judge Davis, however, 
may prove the dark horse” who will put 
Loaax to his mettle on the home-stretch of 
the final dash. We can't believe the Demo- 
crats will be transferred to ANDERSON. 


JUDGE CATON ON THE COUNT. 

Judge J. D. Caton, of this State, has been 
moved to contribute his quota to the hter- 
ature of Presidential elections in a four-col- 
umn paragraph. The publication in Tur 
Tumoxx of the argument of Judge Wror, of 
Ohio, furnished the occasion for Judge 
Caton to reply through the columns of the 
Chicago Times. In the paper of Judge 
Caton occurs the following assertion of the 
present Democratic argument, given more 
clearly and intelligibly than is generally the 
case with those who have written on that 
side : 

Uniform practice has decided that the two bodies 
shall act separately in the decision of every ques- 
tion which may arise. Nothing can be done, then, 
no affirmative action can take place, without the 
concurrent and affirmative action, either expressed 
or implied, of both bedies. - To ascertain and de- 
termine that a vote is genuine, that it is by.a duly 
qualified and duly appointed Elector, and is for a 
duly qualified person. —in fine, that it is a vote en- 
titled to be counted, is an affirmative act, and, 
from the very necessity of the case, requires the 
concurrent art of both Houses. We may consider 
it a universal parliamentary law that where no 
rule exists declaring otherwise, that where the 
vote is equal the affirmative is lost. This must be 
so till some one can invent a rule by which one 
equal half is greater than the other equal half. Re- 
member, the question cannot be whether a particu- 
lar vote shall be rejected until it has first been ad- 
mitted. When it has once been declared a proper 
and competent vote by the affirmative action of the 
two Houses, then it has acquired a legal standing 
before the canvassers, and cannot afterward be 
rejected without a like affirmative vote. When no 
question is raised about a vote, its acceptance is 
implied by the silence of the two Houses, and so 
the vote when opened is handed to the tellers with- 
out objection, but, when objection is raised, no 
such assent ie implied, and it requires formal and 
affirmative action of the two Houses before the 
vote can be counted. 

Considering that Judge Caron is a Demo- 
erat and à lawyer, less can be pardoned in 
him than in those whose conversion to 
„State Rights” is of a recent date. The 
Judge must know that the right of a State 
to appoint Presidential Electors, and the 
right of those Electors to vote on the day 
and in the manner designated, are not rights 
resting on the will or caprice of one or other 
branch of Congress, but are plainly and 
clearly written on the face of the Constitn- 
tion. That same Constitution provides that, 
having voted, the Electors shall seal up the 
record of their action properly certified, 
transmit it to the President of the Senate, 
who shall keep the same until the day fixed 
by law, when he shall open the certificate, 
which shall then be counted,” The right of 
the State to appoint Electors, of the 
Electors to vote, and of the State to 
have the votes of its Electors counted, 
is fixed in the Constitution. The 
question is not and cannot be, “Shall the 
Electoral vote of the State of Illinois be ad 
mitted ?” because the right of the State to 
have its vote admitted is settled by the su- 
preme law of the land. The question of ad- 
mitting the vote 1s already affirmatively set- 
tled by law. When the President of the 
Senate opens the certificate of the vote of 
the Electors of the State of Illinois, properly 
attested, that certificate is of right admit- 
ted. On its face it bears the authority of 
the National Constitution, declaring the cx- 
elusive authority of the State of Illinois to 
appoint Electors, and of the authority of the 


nation to have that vote counted. The vote 
must be counted, asa matter of course, un- 
less it be rejected. No motion that the vote 
of the State of Illinois be counted is in order 
or needed; the Constitution declares that it 
shall be counted. The only motion that can 
be made is that the vote be rejected or not 
counted. That is an affirmative proposition, 
and that is just where Judge Caro ex-

was admissible by right shall be rejected or 
not received, is not an affirmative motion, 
will hardly be insisted upon by Judge Caton. 
If Judge Caron will overhaul the Ten Com- 
mandments, he will find a number of very 
emphatic affirmative propositions put in a 
negative form. For instance, Thou shalt 


changing it to read ‘‘ Thou shalt be honest.” 
According to Judge Caron, the Lawgiver on 
Mount Sinai did not understand parliament- 
ary law, and erroneously put the negative 
instead of the affirmative side of every ques- 
tion. . 

The right of tlie State to have its Electoral 
vote counted is one of the rights not only 
reserved but guaranteed by the National Con- 
stitution to the States. For a Democrat of 
Judge Caton's age and standing to interpose 
and insist that a bare majority of the single 
House of Representatives can veto or refuse 
to admit the Electoral vote of Illinois to 
be counted for Hayes and WI LII, and de- 
clare that the vote shall be given by a 
majority of the Representatives of the State 
for Tipex, is placing himself much lower 
in the school of State Rights than were 
Tabu., and Farnsworts, and JvLian 
when they were leaders in Republicanism, 
and supposed to favor centralization. If 
Judge Caton will look over his essay on 
affirmative action, he will discover that a 
constitutional right needs no affirmation ; it 
exists and must continue in force until set 
aside, rejected, or declared not to exist, by 
affirmative action of the body authorized to 
pass on the question. 


The news which comes day by day from 


the Conference at Constantinople is not very 
encouraging to the future prospects of the 
Christians in Turkey. It appears now as if 
the Turk were rapidly becoming the master 
of the situation instead of Russia, and had 
outgeneraled the delegates of the Powers in 
regard to the concessions it was expected 
Turkey would have to make. The Confer- 
ence met and presented a catalogue of re- 
forms of the most sweeping character, which 
would have guaranteed the Christians their 
political and religious liberty. The cunning 
Turk offsets this with a paper Constitution 
that promises even more than the Confer- 
ence had asked. Then the Powers com- 
menced to reduce and soften th ir proposi- 


tions. The gendarmerie, the division of } 


Bulgaria into two provinces, north and soyth 
of the Balkans, the International Commission, 
the cession of territory to Servia and Ménte- 
negro, the autonomy of the provinces, the 
concession of a Christian administration 
when the Christians are in a majority,—all 
these points were abandoned, one after the 
other, until the only claim left is thé@om- 
mission of Supervision and appointment of 
Governors, and even this has been so altered 
and weakened that the Powers now propose 
that the appointment of Governors of prov- 
inces be subjected to their approval only dur- 
ing the next five years, and that, instead of 
an International Commission, a mixed body, 
composed of Europeans and Turks, be estab- 
lished. This is the ultimatum of the Pow- 
ers to Turkey, to which the Porte must give 
answer to-morrow. The Prime Minister of 
the Porte has already intimated his belief 
that it cannot be granted, but, even if it is, 
it will not materially change the condition 
of the Sclaves. It does not require the 
Turk to make any reparation for the past, 
nor does it exact any guarantee for the fu- 
ture: The Sclavic Christian is still exposed to 
persecution and plunder from the fanatical 
Moslem. It is more than probable, how- 
ever, that the Porte, elated by its suocess .in 
causing the Powers to relinquish all the 
other demands, will refuse this one also and 
then secure its relinquishment. This is all 
the more probable since the latest news does 
not give intimation that Russia is anxious 
for war. On the other hand, it would ap- 
pear that her preparations for war were 
mere bluster and threat to scare Turkey, and 
that the Turk has not scared. A day or two, 
however, must suffice to show whether Rus- 
sia and the other Powers are in earnest, or 
whether, after a year of talking, negotiating, 
and discussing, they will remand the Sclave 
to the tender mercies of the Turk. 


THE COMPROMISE PLAN. 

We regard it as pretty certain that, whether 
or not a majority of the Joint Committee of 
Congress on Counting the Electoral Vote 
shall agree upon a compromise, there will be 
an agreement between a number of Demo- 
crats and Republicans, and that these gen- 
tlemen will be among the ablest and most 
patriotic members who have had the subject 
under consideration. In that event, it is 
equally certain that the views of those who 
do agree in anything like equal numbers will 
commend themselves to the moderate men of 
the country who constitute the great major- 
ity of both parties, and that a popular 
pressure will be brought to bear upon Con- 
gress in favor of their adoption that cannot 
well be resisted. It is conceded that the 
situation is one demanding a compromise, 
which means a mutual concession by both 
parties to the dispute, and an agreement 
upon some plan that will temporarily 
supply the defect in the Constitution and 
laws. The representatives of either party 
who stubbornly and violently insist upon 
partisan advantage in such a controversy are 
not entitled to the same confidence and re- 
spect as those who are willing to meet upon 
some common ground and mutually forego 
advantages for the common good. It is no- 
torious that party fecling was higher in the 
House than in the Senate during the present 
crisis, which is partly to be accounted for by 
the reversionary right of the House to choose 
& President in case of non-election, and 
partly by the fact that the members of the 
House are subjected to the more immediate 
influence of the politicians who seek to re- 
tain or those who seek to grasp the offices at 
all hazards. At the time the Joint Committee 
was made up, it was a matter of common 
comment that Speaker RAxDALL's appoint- 
ments were much more partisan in char- 
acter than those of the Senate, and it 
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in the composition cf the Arbitration Board. 
It requires the for the occasion, at 
least, of the position of the Republicans that 
the President of the Senate may count the 
votes, and likewise the abandonment of the 
Democratic position that the House of R p- 
resentatives alone can reject the vote of any 
State without the assent or concurrence of 
the Senate. In lieu of these it is provided 
that the President of the Senate shall open 
the votes and deliver them to tellers ap- 
pointed by both Houses to be counted. In 
all cases where there is but one return from 
a State, any ebjection made to the count 
thereof must be sustained by the concurrent 
action of both Houses ; otherwise it shall be 
counted. In cases where there are two sets 
of returns, the two Houses shall agree which 
shall be counted, or in the failure to agree 
the disputed returns shall be referred to a 
Commission consisting of five Senators, five 
Representatives, and five Judges of the 
Supreme Court; in selecting the Supreme 
Court Judges six are to be taken, presumably 
three supposed to lean to one party and 
three to the other, and one is to be dropped 
by lot. Finally the decision of this Board 
must be accepted and ratified by Congress 
unless both Houses agree to reject it. 

We think it will be scarcely possible to in- 
vent any plan for the settlement of the dis- 
pute by Congress that will be fairer to both 
parties or more likely to give satisfaction to 
the country. There could be no agreement, 
probably, upon a requirement that the con- 
currence of both Houses is necessary to the 
rejection of a vote, and let the matter rest 
there; and certainly there could be no 
agreement upon the obviously unfair plan 
that one House alone may reject 6 vote. 
Then it is necessary to agreement, in the 
present crisis, to call in some arbitration 
outside of Congress. No other body of men 
can be found so far removed from partisan 
influences as the Supreme Court Judges; 
they are used to reviewing and weighing evi- 
dence, they are familiar with the meaning of 
the Constitution which they are constantly 
construing, they hold their places for life, 
and constitute the highest judicial tribunal 
in the nation. But the plan even contem- 
plates a check upon their decision, inas- 
much as any conclusion so palpably unfair 
as to receive the disapproval of both Houses 
may be rejected. 

There is one more remark to be made 
about the compromise proposition. If the 
above or any similarly fair plan be agreed 
upon by a respectable number of Congress- 
men from both parties, the party that shall 
become responsible for rejecting it, and legv- 
ing the nation exposed to the horrors of 
civil strife, will never achieve even the tem- 
porary success that it is striving for. If the 
Republicans accept it, and the Democrats 
cling obstinately to the revolutionary scheme 
of giving the House absolute control under 
the guardianship of the 100,000 Democrats 
to be called to Washington, Mr. IDN“ 
faction will lose the sympathy of the great 
mass of Democrats throughout the land, and 
not only will he never be President, but there 
will de no Democratic President for many 
years to come. 

BARNEY'S DANGER. 

In any Congressional tournament for the 
possession of the fool’s cap, one of our Chi- 
cago members may be depended on to carry 
off the prize. Thus, when Mr. Warrerson 
strove to accumulate viciousness and folly in 
a degree that he thought could not be equal- 
ed, by summoning 100,000 Democratic plug- 
uglies to Washington to bulldoze Congress, 
he ignored the presence of Mr. Brrnarp 
CavLrietp, formerly of Mr. Wartrerson’s 
State, but more recently of Bridgeport. 
Barney could not sit quietly in his seat and 
permit anybody—not even the youthful and 
erratic WatTerson—to carry off the palm 
as the champion simpleton of Congress, and 
so he brought in his little bill. Warrenson, 
who was in the War, though on the wrong 
side, wants to fight, and. proposes to start in 
with 100,000 retainers on his side; but 
Barner, who was always a non-combatant, 
insists, if there be any fighting, it shall be 


on only one side, and therefore desires that | 


the President shall be prohibited from keep- 
ing more than 500 infantry, one company of 
cavalry, and one battery of artillery (not ex- 
ceeding six guns, be it well observed) in the 
District of Columbia while Congress is in 
session, and that no part thereof shall ever 
be bronght within half a mile of the Capitol. 
We think Barner omitted one or two impor- 
tant provisions in his proposed bill. He 
ought to have inserted a clause against the 
use of long-range cannon and the employ- 
ment of expert rifle-shots; however, as the 
bill failed, the omissions are not vital. 

Though we concede to Barney his well- 
earned distinction as the champion of his 
kind in Congress, it is just possible that 
there was as much of wicked intent as of 
folly in his proposition. Perhaps Barney 
said to himself that Warrerson’s army of 
100,000 bulldozers oughit to have a fair show, 
and that their purpose of intimidating Con- 
gress might miscarry if any of the Govern- 
ment hirelings—the Grawt Hessians, so to 
speak—-were on hand to interfere with their 
little game. He thought that if only 500 
troops were allowed in the entire District, 
were properly distributed in various parts, 
and not permitted to come within a half-mile 
of Congress, the Democratic army of 100,000 
under WatTrzrson’s leadership might be able 
to carry the Capitol by storm. We should 
thinklikely. Why, 500 infantry, one company 
of cavalry, and six guns of artillery (short 
range) would be kept very busy in overcom- 
ing the valiant and bloodthirsty Warrserson 
alone, while his 100,000 warriors with 100,000 
bowie-knives and 200,000 revolvers would be 
afforded ample time to imitate the famous 
King of France with 14,000 men, and march 
up Capitol hill and then march down again.

CHICAGO AS A 

Chicago as u grain centre, pork centre, 
lamber centre, religion centre, music centre, 
railroad centre, fire centre, divorce centre, 
and general go-ahead centre, occupies a place 
not likely to be disturbed. In all these de- 
partments of business, art, and mortls she 
is universally conceded to be the very bull’s- 
eye of the centre, and no one disputes her 
radiating position, except the slow-going and 
wicked people of St. Louis. All fair-minded 
critics tacitly acknowledge her central su- 

, and it has been recorded without 

challenge in all respectable publications, 
from Tun Tarune’s Annual Report to the 
Encyclopedia Brittanica. Her advantages 
and achievements as a storm centre, how- 
ever, have been strangely overlooked. As a 
winter resort she is excelled by few, sur- 
passed by none. The weather-prophet of 
the Old Farmers Almanac used to put him- 
self on the safe side as a soothsayer by 
stretching from the top of the calendar of 
the winter months to the bottom, About— 
this — time — expect—some— snow.” This 
comprehensive and far-reaching prediction 
covers the case of Chicago exactly. With the 
exception of four. or five days since the 27th 
of November last to the present writing we 
have had snow in the day-time, snow in the 
night-time ; snow from the east and énow 
from the west; snow from the north and 
snow from the south ; snow from every point 
of the compass between these ; snow from 
the zenith and snow from the nadir; the 
beautiful snow lazily floating down in 
feathery flakes, and the snow which is not 
beautiful pelting the pedestrian like a show- 
er of buckshot ; snow in drifts and snow in 
blizzards; the raging snow from Pembina, 
the lazy snow from St. Louis, the untiring 
snow from Michigan; avalanches of snow 
from house-tops, and snow up to the waist ; 
men and women wearily dragging themselves 
through the snow; horses floundering in 
snow ; steam-cars stuck in the snow; char- 
coal-barrels and dry-goods boxes on run- 
ners gayly careening through snow ; 
poems on snow; and snow yesterday, to- 
day, and forever. The three or four days of 
freedom from snow were simply for the sake 
of getting a better hold, and it gotit. On 
Monday the blizzard came from the east; 
that night it turned round, and yesterday 
the same blizzard came from the west. It 
will probably make regular trips all the rest 
of the season, laying up for the year about 
next Fourth of July. Meanwhile, the ther- 
mometer has not been idle. The mercury 
has pranced up and down its tube all the 
way from 20 degrees above to 20 degrees be- 
low, and never in the same place two days 
at a time. There are areas of low and 
high barometers all around the sub- 
urbs of Chicago sufficient to keep the 
whole Northwest supplied with weather for 
a year to come. Parties desiring snow 
would do well to give Chicagoacall. The 
stock on hand has been accumulating for 
forty-nine days, and new goods are received 
daily. Meanwhile it becomes an interesting 
conundrum, Where isthe sun? Has it 
frozen up, or has the conflagration which 
Proctos predicted burnt it up? Have new 
spots broken out on it? There are children 
born in this city weeks ago upon whom the 
sun has not yet shone. There are 
possibilities connected with this beantiful 
snow. What if the man who turns on 
the snow bas lost his key? Will 
ever stop snowing? Will it keep on 
gently falling, falling, falling, until it has 
mounted to the first, second, third, and 
fourth’ stories; keep on falling until the 
flag-staffs and church-spires alone indicate 
our locality ; keep on falling until these 
eventually disappear, and a level, trackless 
waste of snow spreads over Chicago, beneath 
which we must hibernate as best we can 
until the spring rains come, and such of us 
as are not washed away may then resume 
operations with some degree of certainty 
that there will be no more snow—till the 
next snow-storm? Meanwhile it still snows, 
with indications that there are more bliz- 
zards on their way, and an area of low 
barometers in the vicinity of Calumet sev- 
eral miles in extent. 


THE RAILROAD SUBSIDY. 

We yesterday had some remarks upon the 
bill now pending in Congress granting a 
subsidy in the way of a Government guar- 
antes to enable Tom Scorr to build his Texas 
Pacific Railway. The Netion furnishes us 
with some details of the bill of which we 
were not informed when we wrote. In the 
first place, it should be remembered that the 
Southern Pacifie Railroad of California has 
completed, or nearly so, a railroad from San 
Francisco to Fort Yuma, the latter point 
being at the southeastern corner of Califor- 
nia and at the boundary of Arizona. The 
Texas Pacific Railroad Company has under- 
taken to build a railroad from Shreveport, in 
Louisiana, to San Diego, Cal. This road is 
1,675 miles long, of which 218 miles, from 
Marshal to Fort Worth, in Northern 
Texas, is in operation. Fort Yuma is 
270 miles east of San Diego. These two 
Companies have now agreed to unite and di- 
vide the pluder they may obtain from Con- 
gress. The bill before Congress proposes 
that the Texas Pacific Railroad Company 
shall complete the road from Fort Worth to 
Fort Tuna, a distance of 1,200 miles, and 
that the California Company shall complete 
the road thence to San Diego, a distance of 
270 miles. In the eastern line there are 
several gaps which are to be filled. In ad- 
dition there are four main branches to be 
built: 1. A branch from Double Mountain, 
leaving the main road and running north- 
easterly to Vinita, 436 miles. 2. A branch or 
extension from Shreveport to New Orleans, 
320 miles. %, A branch from Shreveport to 
Vicksburg, 170 miles. 4. A branch road 
from Jefferson to Memphis, 305 miles. These 
roads, branches, and parts of roads to be 
built, may thus be recapitulated : 


. Branch—Donble Mountain to Vinita 
Memphis 


The bill provides that the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall indorse on the bonds of these 
Companies, to be issued at the rate of $35,000 
per mile, a guarantee that the United States 
will pay the interest on the bonds at the rate 
of 5 per cent a year, in gold, the bonds to 


run forty years, The aggregate amount of

Scort’s railroad jobs in Texas, New Mexico, 
Arizona, and California. The dishonesty of 
the whole job is illustrated in the provision for 
1,800 and more miles of branches. It will 
be noticed that one branch goes to New Or- 
leans, another to Vicksburg, another to Mem? 
phis, anf another across the desert to Vinita. 
There are two roads now making all the 
connections which this branch to Vinita can 
secure, and for want of business these roads 
are substantially bankrupt. It is now asked 
that Congress shall vote $15,000,000 to build 
a third road over the sane route to compete 
for the same trade. There are now nearly 
complete two railroad routes from Shreve- 
port to New Orleans; this bill proposes 
to give $11,000,000 to build another. There 
is already nearly complete a direet con- 
nection between Shreveport and Vicksburg, 
and there is an actual rail communication 
with Memphis. All these branches are un- 
necessary, because roads are already in exist- 
ence over the routes. But two reasons 
operate to demand these branches: 1. The 
bill allows the purchase of existing railroads 
in place of construction; and all these roads 
can be purchased cheap, when the purchaser 
has gold interest-bearing bonds running for 
forty years and indorsed by the United 
States. 2. Providing for branches, either by 
construction or purchase, to New Orleans, 
Vicksburg, Memphis, Arkansas, and Missouri, 
puts the Representatives and Senators from 
those States under a coercion to vote for the 
whole swindling scheme. These four 
branches call fora Government subsidy of 
$43,000,000, while the roads now in exist- 
ence or under ‘construction, covering the 
game routes proposed by these branches, may 
possibly be purchased for half that sum. 

A large number of members of the present 
Congress have not been re-elected, and the 
passage of this bill depends upon the votes 
of these retiring members. To vote for this 
bill will not deceive the people ; the scheme 
is too transparently fraudulent to admit that 
any one can vote for it and not understand 
it. Those who do vote for it, therefore, may 
understand that such vote will close their 
public service, and that they will the 
popular judgment of having betrayed the 
public at the instigation of the corruption- 
ists who seek this endDrmous subsidy.

The last two or three Grand Juries have 
been made up of most wretched materials. 
Some time ago the County Commissioners, in 
a spirit of bravado and to demonstrate their

in an investigation into the misconduct of 
the rotten Ring which controls the Board ;

practices. Those of the lot who were afraid 
to stand trial at home moved for a change of 
venue under the statute to a foreign 
county and court. By this means they 
gain time, procrastinate the trial of 
the cases, make it difficult for the prosecu- 
tion to muster its witnesses, and gain other 
advantages by the trick. Since then the 
Commissioners have been exceedingly careful 
in regard to the class and character of men 
they allow to get on the Grand Jury. The 
new Grand Jury for the present term were 
sworn in on Monday, and, with three or 
four exceptions, they will not inspire hope 
or admiration in the breasts of honest citi- 
gens. The majority of them may safely be 
set down as unfit persons to protect the 
rights and interests of the honest taxpayers 
of this county. We print the list; let our 
readers examine it and see how many of 
those persons they consider fit and worthy 
to be intrusted with the duties they have to 
discharge :

THE EXAMIAATION OF LIFE INSURANCE COM- 
3 i PANIES. 

It is to be hoped that the recent action of a very 
prominent life insurance company of New York 
in inviting a committee of policy-holders to ex- 
amine ite condition will not become a precedent. 
The company in question is one whose solvency 
has not been doubted. The gentlemen whom its 
Directors have requested to make the ®xamination 
number such well-known and honored men of 
business as E. D. Morgan, B. B. Sherman, M. K. 
Jesup, to say nothing of the others. But though 
the inviters and invited are irreproachable, the in- 
vitation must be condermmed. It proceeds upon the 
principle that they who are to be investigated are 
the ones to initiate the investigation and choose the 
investigators. In this particular case such a move 
means no mischief, but its principle is as bad as it 
well could be. No better procedure could be 
asked by unscrupulous companies to hood- 
wink and deceive their policy-holders, It is 
the policy-holders whose rights are involved; it 
is their rightand duty to originate and superin- 
tend all examinations of the conduct of the men 
who hold toward them the relation of trustees. 
The Kind of investigation referred to above re- 
ceived a complete illustration some years ago in 
New York City. when Comptroller Connolly, dis- 
turbed by the gathering charges against the Ring. 
invited some distinguished citizens to examine 
his accounts. The distinguished citizens, headed 
by William B. Astor, Moses Taylor, and Marshall 
©. Roberts, accepted the invitation. They gave 
the Comptroller a statement over their names that 
everything was all right in his accounts. This was 
published in the New York papers, which soon 
afterward had to print the astounding disclosures 


of the Tammany frauds, proved by extracts from 
the vol books which Astor, Taylor, and the others 
had examined. 


THE PROSPERITY OF EXPORTING INDUSTRIES. 
It is a noticeable fact that the industries having 
@ good export trade are now the busiest. Among 
manufacturers of agricultural implements, rifies, 
and hardware there is a degree of activity in 
marked contrast with the dullness which prevails 
among blast-furnaces. The cotton exportation is 
extending to all parts of the world, including In- 
dia,--an old market of American cotion,—and 
South American countries, and it is growing rapid- 
ly. From New York there were exported in 1876 
as many as 74,456 packages, against 41,008 in 
in 1875, the average of the five preceding years be- 
ing 16,581 packages. Boston is also exporting 
faely. The result is that the cotton mills have re- 
ceived a wonderful jog, and some few of those in 
New England were obliged torun on extra time. 
Exvortation of leather goods is increasing, and 
that of leather, a new feature, is now marked. 
The business has been stimulated, and idle facto- 
ries of boots and shoes are starting up in conse- 
quence of contracts for thes foreign trade. The 
paper manufacturers are also doing well.

THE BRITISH MOVEMENT OF GOLD.

but God has been able to make me stand; and 
if these dear young converts will only lay hold 
of the Word of Gud, they will und that He who 
can speak worids into being is surely able 
to make them stand. Joseph in Egypt, 
Elijah before Ahab. Daniel in Babylon, 
and Paul in the midst of persecutions, found 
the truth of this text, and so may every one of 
you. But let me warn you against being stro 
in yourselves. ‘‘ Whenlam weak then am 
strong, says Faul. Let him that thinketh 
ne standeth take heed lest he fall.“ The longer 
I live the less confidence I have in myself, and 
the more confidence I have in Christ. Whenever 
we begin to be lifted up in ourselves, the devil 
comes in, aud like boasting Peter we fall just 
when we think ourselves the strongest. 

The next Able is in Hebrews, ii., 18. “ For 
in that He himself hath suffered, being tempted, 
He is able to succor them that are tempted.’ 
Trials and temptations are good to bring out 
and stre en your characters. Some one 
says, God had one Son without sin, but He 
never had one without temptation. it you are 
tempted fly at once to Christ, who understands 
all about it, and he will give you grace to over- 
come. But do not mistake a temptation for 
sin. Thesinis in yielding. to the temptation. 
You will be laughed at and persecuted for the 
sake of Chnst, but remember that Christ suf- 
fered more for you than you can ever suffer for 


un. 

In II. Timothy, I., 12, are these words: “I 
know on whom I have believed, and I am per-

CricaGo, Jan. 15.—In your issue of yesterday, 
the 14th inst.,—in the column of Religious Cor- 
respondence,—I noticed under the heading of 
„Gethsemane an answer to a previous writer 
on Christ’s suffering in Gethsemane, and also 
His death on the cross. The writer does not 
seem to believe or understand the statement 
made by the previous writer concerning Christ's 
salvation; that Christ was not pleased with the 
condition in the Garden of Gethsemane or with 
His death, as proof giving Christ’s own prayer,— 
Luke, xxii., 42,—Christ merely inspired of the 
Father. If it was possible to let that cup 8 
from Him, He being in danger of approaching 
death and suffering. It proved, however, that 
Christ, on the contrary, had to drink that cup, 
which resulted in His death and crucifixion. 

This does not seem to be in harmony with the 
writer of the 14th inst., (although I more freely 
indorse the views of former writer of the 12th 
inst.); and do not believe as the other, that 
Christ’s death was essential for salvation, and 
His suffering in the Garden simply His last 
struggle against Satan.“ This last statement, 
however, may be true; but the writer contin- 
ues, as with emphatic language, that if Christ 
died in Gethsemane His entire mission woul 
have been a failure.“ This last constructi 
undoubtedly is on a false basis, and not in 
any shape or form in conformity with the 
teachings of the Scriptures. I wish to show by 
the Scripture that Christ’s suffering and death 
was not only unnecessary but of no value to 
mankind. It was simply a result of his teach- 
ing against the feeling of the Jewish people. 

Salvation is only in the . of the Word, 
and not in Christ's suffering or bivod. As tes- 
timony I only will quote Christ’s own words, as 
given in John, II., 152 Whosever believeth, 
etc.;’’ also John, vi., 36-40, and many more like 
it, to show that it was not necessary for Christ 
to die. I would mention John, xvi., 4, where 
Christ says: I have glorified Thee on earth, I 
have finished the work Thou hast given Me to 
do.“ Now, then, if Christ says before He ever 
came in Gethsemane, or on tae cross, that His 
work was finished, what would be the idea of 
searching for another theory nst Himself! 
In accordance with John, xvii., 4, | would quote 
the also quoted by the writer, Psalm 
XI., 8, * I delight to do Thy will,O my God.” 
It may also observed here that Christ has 
said, being on the cross, It is finished.” But 
He did not sey “His work.” What was fin- 
ished, then! His suffe and persecution from 
the hands of His enemies and their hatred 
azainst Him.

THE RAILROADS. 

There is one class of people who do not look 
upon snow as being either beautiful or bene- 
ficial. These are the railroad men. They think 
snow is one of the greatest of nuisances, and 
that we could get along much better without it. 
A snow-storm is a thing they dread almost as 
much as arailroadaccident. It causes them ex- 
tra expenses, delays the trains, and plays the 
deuce all along the lines. While ano inary 
snow-storm troubles and annoys the railroads 

eatly, it may be imagined how they suffered 

rom such an old-time rattler as the snow-storm 
which prevailed in this section all day Monday 
and extended far into the night. As was gen- 
erally expected, the principal trouble of the 
roads was experienced Monday night. 
the day they could get 
well enough by the aid of 
improved snow-plows and gangs of men, but as 
the evening advanced, and the wind increased 
in force, piling mountains of snow on the tracks 
in one place as fast as removed from another, 
all human efforts proved in vain. On the roads 
leading to the east the storm was severest, and 
— suffered the most. The running of freicht- 
trains during the night was out of the questivn, 
and the few passenger-trains that ventured out 
had an experience which those on board will not 
soon forget. The worst trouble was experienced 
within a radius of fifty miles around this city. 
here the tempest was most severe, and the wind 
blew the blinding snow over the vast prairie 
with fury. Along the lake-front the tracks were 
covered with mountains of snow, reaching up, 
in some instances, to the windows of the cars 
standing on the tracks. The scene there yester- 
day morning was most animated. A multitude 
of men were atwork digging out thecars. En- 
gines were puffing and snorting, trying to pull 
the trains together and plow a way through the 
obstructions. It was a herculean task, but a 
few hours sufficed to get everything shipshape 
again, and, before noon, trains were coming in 
and going out asif nothing unusual had hap- 
pened. few cars and engines jumped the 
track Monday night, but no age beyond de- 
lays was done.

BLUE GLASS. 
CONSIDERED IN REFERENCE TO ITS 
UPON THE NEKVOUS SYSTEM. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CMA, Jan. 15.—I am glad that the atten- 
tion of your readers has been directed again to 
the consideration of Gen. Pleasonton's discov- 
eries concerning the influence of blue and sun- 
lights upon life, disease, etc., because I think 
that, though our knowledge of this influence is 
still in the embryonic state, the field of discov- 
ery and invention is broad and important, prac- 
tical results are likely to be reached at no dis- 
tant time.

Neuro-pathologists would be rob- 
bed of their most potent agent if they were de- 
prived of their electricity. What could physi- 
cians do without the faradic current in many 
forms of paralysis; what without the 
constant current in many neurotic 
diseases and affections? Rapid progress is 
making in the direction of a scicntific 
uuderstanding of the pervous system, from the 
standpoint of which almost all, if not all. the 
troubies to which flesh is heir are capable of ex- 
eyoronrs The nervous system is no longer to 
e regarded as an intangible, metaphysical non- 
entity, but a material entity, as much so ag the 
muscle, the liver, and the lungs. A beautiful 
jliustration of this is the wonderful anatomical 
preparation of Hirtl. Over a cross bearing a 
sacred inscription he erected the uervuus sys- 
tem of a human being whose spinal cord formed 
the trunk, and whose nerves hung down grace- 
fully over the cross like the branches of a weep- 
ing willow! Therefore the nervous system is a 
reality, and in dealing with ft we are dealing 
with material whose molecular integrity is 
effected by all the therapeutic agents which phy- 
sicians employ. In delending the com- 
munity against the subtiie agencies which 
are ever operating to disseminate’ the 
human race with typhuid, cholera, scarlet fever 
and diphtheria, which fll our ety with con- 
sternation and terror, we do not seek one means 
of detense in some charlatanical prophylactic, but 
in pushing our investigations, as Tyndall is 
doing, to probe the hidden penctralia of the 
death-dealing germ, aud destroy it. The mother 
ean feel little security for her infant till these 
mighty problems which are presenting them- 
selves to the medical worjd for solution have 
been solved. Heré@aiter we hope the laurel 
will deservingly decorate not only the brows of 

te and orators, but of the great conservators 
of the public sanitary weal,—those who labor to 
preserve the health and prolong the lives of 
the.r fellow men. A grateful peopie shall be- 
stow its favors perhaps less willingly upon a 
Tasso or a Schiller than upona Letheby and a 
Parent Duchatelet. 

I have written thus much to call attention to 
the power of subtile agencies, and to puiut out 
the direction of scientific inquiry into the pre 
of these agencies in their cffect upon life and 
disease. Now, one of the greatest forces of 
Nature is sunlight. It has been called the 
“heart-pulse of the universe.” We are 
all familiar with its glorious phenomena; 
its daily —< and setting; its lar 
manifestations; with the singing flames of the 
chemical harmonica; with the Fata morgane 
and the beauty of the rainbow, which we van 
now dissect and put together like the several 
parts of a Chinese puzzle. But, ety in gen- 
eral we would all acknowledge that life with- 
out sunlight is impossible, we have never 
thought of dealing it out in divided doses tur 
the benefit of the sick. Thetime will come, 
and is not far distant, when not only associated 
sun aud blue light, but red, and .crange, and 
green—when al! the colors of the rainbow, 
with all the changes that can be rung on these 
colors—will be therapeutically utilized for the 
bevefit of us all. 

But without prolonging my letter unneces- 
sarily, I wish to say briefly what Gen. Pleason- 
tou’s theory is without assenting to or denying 
its correctness. The window-glass arranged as 
directed by your correspondent Dutton,“ 
when the sun-licht falls upon these adjacent 
panes of blue and plain glass, it passes directly 
thruugh the — transparent glass into the 
apartment, while the adjacent beam of sun- 
light, moving with a like velocity as that 
which is passing throug the plain glass, under- 
gues a striking change. Six of the seven pri- 
mary rays of this light being sudden arrested 
at a velovity of 186,000 miles per second of time, 
and only one ray of it, the blue ray, being trans- 
missible through the blue glass, passes into the 
apartment, the six other rays which have been 
stopped produce enormous friction in contact 
with the glass. That friction evolves nega- 
tive ,electriaty, which is the electricity 
of sup-light passing th h the cold 
ether of space and ove Cea atmosphere, 
both of which are also 8 electrified. 
This negative electricity, thus solved by the 
friction of the estopped primary rays, as soon 
as it comes ip contact with the vitreous or posi- 
tive electricity of the blue glass, produces 
heat and magnetism by the conjunction. The 
heat thus pruduced expands the molecules of 
the glass, aud a current of .electro-magnetism 
passes into the apartment, and develops aston- 
ishing eifevts upon the Vital organs of plants 
and animals, Now,the greater the number of 
these adjacent blue and plain panes of glass 
there are (within certaiv limits) in any given 
area of windaw-frame, the greater will be the 
number of clettro-magnetic currents that will 
enter the apartment, and hence the atmosphere 
of the apartment will be impregnated, so to say, 
with electro-anagnetism. 

In writing upon this subject I hope I have not, 
as I fear your correspondent ** Dutton” has 
done, given undue prominence to one of the 
therapeutic agents to the expense of others. 
This is an error into which we are all likely to 
fall. [hope I have not given impetus to aches. 
latanry which would seek to use this agent for 
mere personal pecuniary gains. No home need 
be without a sanitarium of this sort. I am told 
that the blue glass is to be introduced into the 
County Hospital. The agent is the swxLichr, 
and is free to all.
